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Drowning man in Belleville 
Lake saved by women in boat

A man jumped off a dock and was floating 
face-down in Belleville Lake in front of 
Building 30 of The Waverly on the Lake 
(formerly Harbour Club Apartments) just 
after 3 p.m. on Wednesday, May 12. 

Mandee Oropeza said she was sitting 
outside on her apartment’s patio and heard 
a woman call out for help. She couldn’t see 
anything around the bushes, but when she 
got up and looked, she saw this man in the 
lake. 

She said a female on the dock was calling, 
“Help, help. Please help. Call 911.” So, 
Oropeza said she called 911. The woman 
was calling out, “My boyfriend. My 
boyfriend. He’s dying. He’s drowning.” 

The woman then saw a fishing boat out 
on the lake holding Diana and Melissa 
Tyler-Patterson and she started calling out 
to them. 

Diana said they were fishing across the 
cove and heard her calling, but thought 
she was calling her dog. They saw some 
splashes in the water. They pulled up the 
anchor and turned to shore, calling out, 
asking if it was her dog and she said, “No, 
it’s my boyfriend.” 

Diana, 48, said she had already taken 
off her shoes and she made a shallow dive 
into the lake. “I’ve never dove a day in my 
life,” she said, amazed at herself. 

Her wife Melissa said she looked down 
and Diana was gone. 

Diana swam to him, and turned him over, 
so he was face-up. She said he had been 
floating face down with his hands above 
his head. She turned him over and saw his 
eyes were open and fixed, his face white, 
his lips purple, and he was not moving. 

She said, although she is not a strong 
swimmer, she grabbed onto him and swam 
to the boat which was very labor intensive. 
When she got close, Melissa threw out a 
rope and Diana let go of the man to grab 
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the rope, but he started to sink, so she 
dropped the rope and grabbed him again. 
She said she put her shoulder under his 
chest and rammed him upward, putting his 
shoulder on the boat. She and Melissa held 
him upright and were calling the name his 
girlfriend had been calling. They tried to 
get him in the boat, but he was too heavy. 
She said water suddenly came gushing 
out of his lips and he started breathing. 
They were both elated that he was alive. 

She said later that she was traumatized at 
the time because she thought it might be a 
dead body. 

Then Van Buren Township Police Officers 
Ryan McCormick, Andrew Fedel, and 
Katrina Velevska arrived. Oropeza said she 
was amazed at how Officer McCormick 
came running down the steep stairs to the 
beach, pulling off and discarding his heavy 
equipment as he ran and then jumped in 
the water. He swam the 25 yards over to 
the boat and helped the struggling women 
raise the man into the boat. 

They got the man to the shore and 
although he was lethargic, he was able to 
be helped up the steep steps to get to the 
Huron Valley Ambulance. He was taken to 
the hospital to be checked out, according to 
the police report. 

VBT Police Chief Jason Wright said 
Officers McCormick and Fedel also serve 
on the Public Safety Department’s Dive 
Team.

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VBT DDA to spend $1.37 million for ‘Black Box’ meeting space

The Van Buren Township Downtown 
Development Authority agreed to spend 
up to $1.137 million for a “Black Box” 
meeting room to be constructed as part of 
the new community center being planned 
adjoining township hall. 

At the April 27 zoom meeting, DDA 
Executive Director Susan Ireland presented 
what the township had requested. She said 
the survey taken said the public wanted a 
new community center with a running and 
walking track as part of the gymnasium, a 
fitness/workout/weight and exercise room, 
a large gymnasium with locker room space 
for men and women, and meetings rooms. 

“While there was a desire by the public 
for a community pool, that option is not 
feasible in the foreseeable future due to 
the cost to build and maintain,” Ireland 
said in a memo to the DDA board. She said 
it would cost the same as the entire project 
and wasn’t going to work. 

She said the other item mentioned by 
the public was the desire for a theater/ 
auditorium with potential uses for concerts, 
plays, musicals, speeches, theater, puppet 
shows, magic shows, lecutres, recitals, 
state of the township addresses, award 
ceremonies, professional conference 
meetings, and more. 

Ireland said the township is requesting 
that the DDA Board consider partnering, as 
it did with the splash-pad. The cost of the 
auditorium/theater was in the range of $1.1 
to 1.2 million. 

Matt Best, director of public services, 
said while the plans for the community 
center include the gym, offices, elevated 
indoor track, an outdoor plaza, and tons of 
storage space, it doesn’t have a place for 
community cultural events to take place. 

Director Best said they first thought of 
a fixed-seat auditorium, but auditorium 
space is a thing of the past. He said what 
is needed is a multipurpose space, a “Black 
Box,” which has lighting, curtains, chairs 
for art shows and other things and could 
be high-tech. 

He said he is not asking for the Cadillac 
of Black Boxes, but a space for cultural 
events, reworking the space between 
where the gym is with an atrium space 
leading into it. 

It would be 2,500 square feet, not the 
fanciest, he said, and they could call it “The 
Cube.” It would have a construction cost of 
$875,000, with soft costs of $262,000, for 
a conceptual budget of $1,137,000. 

Best said other organizations will clamber 
to use the space. He said the state actors 
guild is looking for other places to house 
their performances. The local arts council 
could take advantage of it and end-of-year 
celebrations and awards for the soccer 


leagues could use it. 

He said the cultural and educational side 
rounds out the community center. 

Township Supervisor Kevin McNamara 
said they put out the idea of the community 
center to the residents and they came up 
with ideas not thought of. He said the 
township could charge a nominal fee or no 
fee to use the area. He said bands are huge 
in this town. 

Ireland said the money wouldn’t be 
expended until 2022. 

Best said they are moving into the design 
phase and the construction and expenditure 
wouldn’t be incurred until 2022. 

Best said the township has had an in- 
house dance studio for 16 years and they 
are looking for a place for recitals. Ireland 
said the Tai Kwon Do and Karate kids 
could have competitions. 

Best said there would be seating for 100 
to 400, depending on the design. He said 
most are under 200 seats. “I would prefer 
to have it at 200-250,” Best said. 

“Who would have control of the design?” 
asked DDA member Victor Delibra. “Do 
we have control or do you want the money 
and that’s it?” 

Best said they would be happy to have 
the DDA a part of the design, unless the 
DDA wanted to have something expensive. 
He said the community center is not just 
the VBT government, but the DDA, school 
district, everyone has the opportunity to 
get their two cents in. 

Ireland said she would like to participate 
in the design of it and Best said, “It was 
always a part of the plan to have the DDA 
director and deputy director” involved. 

Ireland explained how the funding would 
be handled and Supervisor McNamara 
said before he asked for the money he had 
Ireland go through their funds because he 
doesn’t want to destabilize the DDA. 

She said after the $1.3 million expense 
for this the DDA would go down to a $3 
million fund balance. 

“I believe you can afford this, if you want 
to,” McNamara said. 

“We’re good on the numbers,” said DDA 
member Laginess, adding he had other 
questions for Best. He said the high school, 
middle school, and other schools have 
stages and auditoriums. “What’s different 
about this one? Is it necessary for the 
community?” 

Best said they are creating a central 
location, “that place that signals Van Buren 
Township is a premier community ... that 
provides X, Y, and Z — and we don’t have 
Z.” He said residents could come in for one 
thing in The Cube and then come back for 
another event in The Cube. 

“To create a sense of community,” replied 
Laginess, noting that was the reason for 
creating Harris Park, to promote the DDA 


region in the community. 

When asked about the fee for use of this 
area, McNamara replied, “The dream is 
not to charge a fee. Yes, we would want to 
charge a nominal fee.” 

Belleville Bass 

In other business at the April 27 meeting, 
the DDA heard a presentation from 
Belleville Councilman Ken Voigt who was 
representing the Belleville Area Council 
for the Arts. 

He explained BACA’s Belleville Lake 
Bass Project which has ten, four-foot-tall, 
fiberglas fish that are custom designed that 
will be placed around the community. He 
asked for permission to place five in VBT. 

He said there is no cost involved and it 
is up to “you folks” to decide where to put 
them, should they decide to participate. 
He said the idea came out of the Lake 
Fest discussions. He said this is similar 
to other communities who have had pigs, 
cows, swans and other animals painted and 
displayed. 

He said BACA is in the process of 
recruiting artists to paint the bass. If 
they don’t find enough local people, they 


probably will reach out to art students. He 
said once the bass are painted they will be 
sprayed with automotive clear coat with 
UV inhibitors to make them last and they 
could be repainted in the future. He said 
they are more or less permanent, but could 
be moved around. 

When Delibera asked if there would just 
be artwork on the fish, Voigt said they are 
artwork, but whimsical, with no advertising 
or business names. He said there will be 
QR codes on the fish and geocashing. 

DDA chairman Craig Atchinson said this 
is a township decision. 

“Our attorney said we couldn’t buy one,” 
McNamara said. “If it went in your area 
when I’m tired of them, they can find a 
new place. Maybe in Belleville.” 

“If you decide in the future you don’t 
want them, that’s fine,” Voigt said. 

Deputy Executive Director Lisa 
Lothringer asked Voigt if he wanted a list of 
possible locations and Voigt said he would 
like suggestions. Lothinger said she had 
some places already in mind. Chairman 
Atchinson said they could put one in front 
of his business. 


VBT planners require removal 
of Mobil pylon sign for project

On May 12, the Van Buren Township 
Planning Commission gave preliminary 
site plan approval to demolish buildings 
on the old Mobil gas station site and 
construct a new convenience store with 
retail and food service, including a drive- 
through lane and drive-through window, 
gas pumps, and related site improvements. 

But, one of the stipulations for that 
approval is removal of the pylon sign at the 
site, the northwest corner of the I-94 North 
Service Drive and Haggerty Road. 

The request for the approval was by 
NC Designers on behalf of owner Real 
Estate LLC/Belleville Oil Company, Inc. 
The property is about 1.06 acre at 11250 
Haggerty Rd. 

Dan Power, director of planning and 
economic development, said the project 
got special land use from the township in 
July 2020 and now they have a new and 
revised site plan. 

Vidya Krishnan, planning consultant from 
McKenna, discussed the plan and said they 
will have an underground detention system 
and the nonconforming sign must go. 

Nasser Choucair, representative of the 
applicant, said the owner finally decided to 
do new construction, improve the site, and 
bring it to code. 


“We are awaiting an answer from Wayne 
County and are willing to follow the 
ordinance on signs,” he said. 

Commissioner Jeff Jahr asked if there 
was any concern on the number of stacking 
spaces for the drive through and Krishnan 
said they do comply with the required 
amount in the ordinance. 

Commissioner Bryon Kelley said he likes 
the concept of the metal roof and he agreed 
on the signs. 

Commission chairperson Carol Thompson 
asked if they are requiring the pylon sign 
removal. 

“We are willing to comply with the 
ordinances,” Choucair said. “I’m not sure 
about the pylon sign. I will bring it to him 
and tell him it’s a request.” 

“It is not an option,” said Krishnan. 
“Once the planning commission rules, it’s 
required. If not, the site plan is denied.” 

The commission unanimously passed 
a motion to grant preliminary site plan 
approval, subject to conditions. 

The commission also unanimously 
approved the final site plan for Jiffy Lube 
on a Meijer outlot along Tyler Road. The 
preliminary site plan was approved by the 
commission in November and special land 
use was approved by the township board 
on Dec. 1.

City sends request

On Monday, the Belleville City Council 
approved a resolution to be sent to the 
Independent Citizens Redistricting 
Commission formed by the State of 
Michigan asking it to place the communities 
of Belleville, Van Buren, and Sumpter 
within the same representative district. 

In the November 2020 election, the 
people of the state voted for the anti- 
gerrymandering provision that requires 
formation of the commission to research 
and make decisions on creating districts, 
including those for the Michigan House 
and Senate. The commissioners will meet 
June 3 to consider this area. 

The city’s resolution was to accompany 
resolutions from the VBT Board of 
Trustees and the Sumpter Township 
Board of Trustees requesting that the three 
communities be placed within the same 
district. As of Monday, neither VBT nor 
Sumpter had placed it on their agendas for 
a vote. 

The three communities share a museum, 
library district, veterans’ memorial, 
school district. And, the city serves all 
communities as a downtown district. 

Presently Belleville and VBT share a 
state representative and VBT also has 
a second representative on its northeast 
corner. Sumpter has a representative that is 
based in Monroe. This is the perfect time 
to request the unity this area once had. We 
applaud the resolution.

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18 of 22 provisional marijuana licenses transfer to 510 Savage

At a special budget meeting of the 
Belleville City Council on May 12, council 
members discussed the proposed 2021-22 
budget via zoom. A public hearing was to 
be set to consider and approve the budget 
at 7:30 p.m., June 7. 

During discussion on ways to get more 
money in the budget, Mayor Pro Tem Jesse 
Marcotte asked about revenue from the 
marijuana industry. 

“So far, it’s fizzled out in the pan,” said 
DPW Director Rick Rutherford. “I don’t 
anticipate much, if any, revenue from them 
this budget cycle.” 

Marcotte asked if applicants weren’t 
supposed to pay $5,000 per license. 

Rutherford said, “What I’m seeing on 
the ground is that they’re spinning. No 
building going on.” 

Clerk Verna Chapman said there is $5,000 
application fee for provisional licenses and 
then $5,000 annual renewal fees once they 
are licensed by the state. 

Clerk Chapman said the ones holding the 
licenses have not done the things necessary 
to be licensed by the state. 

She said they start with a $100 application 
fee and if licensed by the state they would 
pay the remainder of $4,900. 

“Any changes to the ordinance have to 
be by referendum since that’s how it was 
instituted,” said Councilman Ken Voigt. 

“The application fee is not big deal,” 
Rutherford said. 
City Manager/Police Chief Dave 
Robinson said the original applicants had 
purchase and lease agreements negotiated,

but those fell through and 18 of the 22 
licenses asked to be transferred to 510 
Savage Rd. and, “We allowed the transfer.” 
He said the applicants are preparing 
security and business plans and their 
attention now is to develop that site. 

“The ordinance prevents us from issuing 
more licenses than we have,’ Chief 
Robinson said. Robinson said every time 
he gets information, he takes it to the 
attorney and he’s following some current 
court cases, where there are suits by this 
organization. 

“We can see what happens and then see if 
we can amend the ordinance,” Robsinson 
said. 

He said in 2022, potentially the 
provisional license holders will be getting 
licenses from the state and then the city 


would get the $4,900 for each license. He 
said that new area actually is in the DDA 
district. 

Councilman Voigt said he has made calls, 
but he hasn’t been able to find out how 
much the city would get from the state for 
excise tax. 

“No marijuana revenue in this fiscal 
year,” Voigt said. 

The proposed $2.7 million break-even 
budget contains a 32-hour-per-week 
ordinance officer with no benefits, a new 
deputy administrator position, a city 
manager/police chief position with time 
split 50/50, fire wage increases based on 
recent negotiations, and American Rescue 
Plan Stimulus of $384,600 put into the 
capital purchase fund to wait for final rules 
on how it can be used.

and talked about it again that morning. 
Kalin also had been threatening his parents 
on Facebook for a couple of years, William 
testified. 

He testified Kalin had a mental health 
issue and had been in counseling when he 
was in high school because of his alternate 
activities. 

William said his son lived next door with 
William’s mother, Kalin’s grandmother, 
after he moved out voluntarily when he 
wouldn’t follow the rules of his parents’ 
house. 

He testified about how Kalin came over 
to talk at 2:30 a.m., Feb. 26, and knocked 
on the door and William told him to come 
back in the morning. He came back around 
7 a.m. and knocked on the door, but when 
William looked at his surveillance camera 
he didn’t see him, so he went out and saw 
him going around the corner of the house. 
He called to him and they went inside to 
the living room, he testified.

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While they were sitting, Kalin pulled a 
weapon out of his belt and pointed it at 
his father, William testified. William said 
he lunged for the gun and grabbed hold of 
it, but Kalin pointed it at his mother, who 
had come to help subdue her son in the 
struggle, and he pulled the trigger while 
looking at her. She was shot and died. 

Then Kalin pulled the trigger again and 
hit his father in the shoulder. The tussle 
continued during which Kalin kicked the 
gun out of his father’s hand and William 
heard the ammo dispense as it hit the floor. 
William was able to get out the door, yell 
out for someone to call 911, and get his 
neighbor’s trash receptacle between him 
and his son. His son slashed him above his 
left clavicle, William testified. 

Woodhaven Police Officer Alan Jackson, 
who lives across the street, was sleeping 
and his wife heard the call for help and 
woke her husband. He testified he told 
her to call 911, got his personal gun out 
of his safe, and went outside, where he 
was able to get Kalin to drop the knife he 
was carrying and get to his knees. Huron 
Township Police came in three to five 
minutes, he said. 

Officer Anthony Grant of Huron Township 
testified he was the third officer to arrive 
and he was directed to the secondary 
scene across the street, where he found a 
deceased female. Michigan State Police 
processed the scene, he said. 

Judge Oakley bound Kalin over to circuit 
court for an arraignment on the information 
on May 19 at the Frank Murphy Hall of 
Justice. He is charged with homicide, 
assault with intent to murder, and two 
felony firearm charges. He is being held in 
the Wayne County Jail. 

The defendant waived an exam on a 
second case, fleeing police in a vehicle and 
reckless driving in Huron Township on 
June 6, 2020 and the arraignment on the 
information on this case is also on May 19 
at circuit court.
